Plan Joint Gas 
Pipeline Via C. N. Pass 
To U. S. 

Westcoast Transmission Company 
and Alberta and Southern Gob Co. 
Ltd., Friday announced plans for 
the Joint construction and use of 
a single pipeline from the Alberta 
border through the Crows Nest 
Pass to the international boundary. 

The announcement came in a 
joint statement by Frank M. Mc¬ 
Mahon and J. K. Horton, presi¬ 
dents of the two companies. 

Originally the two applied for 
permission to build separate pipe¬ 
lines to serve customers in the 
United States. Weetcoast’s line 
was to serve the Pacific North¬ 
west area and Alberta and 
Southern’s the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. In San Francisco and 
northern California. 

More Economical 
The joint line will be owned 
and operated by Alberta Natural 
Gas Company in which both com¬ 
panies will have an equal stock 
interest. This company was orig¬ 
inally formed to serve Alberta and 
Southern. 

Part of the stock in this concern 
will be offered to the Canadian 
public after export permits are 
obtained from provincial, federal 
and United States regulatory bod- 

Both companies said the amal¬ 
gamation resulted from economic 
studies showing substantial sav¬ 
ings in transportation costs 
through British Columbia could 
be accomplished with |a single 
large diameter pipeline. Initial cost 
is expected to be about $40,000,000 
Despite use of the common pipe¬ 
line, the two companies will con¬ 
tinue to purchase gas from Alberta 
producers independently. Both the 
companies plan to file supplement¬ 
al applications with the Alberta 
Oil and Gas Conservation Board 
in the near future. 

Id » i scent decision on the two 
applications made last year the 
conservation board ruled that pro¬ 
ven reserves of Alberta gas are not 
adequate to meet the full take re¬ 
quested by both firms. The board 
suggested that both file amended 
applications for lesser amounts be¬ 
fore the year end. 

Origin of Gas 

Westcoast proposes to obtain its 
gas from the Savanna Creek and 
from East Calgary fields, both of 
which are heavy in sulphur con¬ 
tent. Sulphur plants are planned 
by the Jefferson Lake Sulphur Co. 
to take care of this situation. 

Alberta and Southern has 
agreements with a large number 
of operators in Western Alberta 
but it may have to alter some of 
them because the conservation 
board has ruled some of the fields 
involved are logical sources for 
Traas-Canada Pipe Lines. 

Fields contracted by Alberta and 
Southern run from north of the 
province’s settled area to close to 
the U. S. border.

Your employment 
column 

In this column we publish ques¬ 
tions about unemployment insur¬ 
ance and employment together 
with answers received from the 
Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission. Following are some ques¬ 
tions with answers which may be 
of interest to you: 

Q-rAfter a full year of steady 
employment and contributions, is 
a person entitled to benefit if she 
is ill during her unemployment 
period or does she lose her bene¬ 
fit right? 

A—Payment of benefit during 
illness is only made if the claim¬ 
ant was in receipt of or was en¬ 
titled to receive benefit when the 
illness occurred. If a job is given 
up or is lost because of illness, or 
if illness occurs before benefit is 
payable, no benefit is paid until 
the claimant recovers. 

Q—The union I belong to is con¬ 
sidering negotiating with our com¬ 
pany for guaranteed annual wage. 
There has been some objection to 
our going after this form of secur¬ 
ity on the grounds that we would 
no longer be eligible for unem¬ 
ployment insurance when laid off. 
Is this correct? 

A—Whether the payments under 
a guaranteed wage plan will have 
any effect on the payment of un¬ 
employment insurance benefit can 
only be determined after the con¬ 
ditions governing the payment of 
guaranteed wages are known.
